Mr. Maman Sambo Sidikou (Niger), who will complete his assignment on 31 January 
2018. I should like to take this opportunity to express my gratitude to Mr. Sidikou for 
his dedication and leadership of MONUSCO. 

I should be grateful if you would bring this matter to the attention of the 
members of the Security Council.
